English Liberals Will Assail the Premier’s

Lonpox, March 25.—([Copyright, 
1892, by the New York Associated 
Press.] Until the Liberal leaders have 
examined the Bering Sea correspond- 
ence, which it is promised will be made 
public on Monday, no party action on 
the question will be taken; but from 
the drift of the correspondence as laid 
before the United States Senate they 
are determined to adopt an attitude of 


opposition. 
leaders were inclined to support Lord 
Salisbury and the Liberal,organs took 
an adverse view of the position assumed 
by the United States. Whether it be 
policy that dictates a change of front 
or a sense of the justice of the Ameri- 
can claims, it is certain that the oppo- 
sition leaders have decided to attack 
Salisbury apd arraign him as pursuing 
a needlessly vexatious course instead of 
assenting to the reasonable arrange- 
ment offered by the Washington Gov- 
ernment. 

Gladstone’s organ, the Speaker, will 
tomorrow contain an inspired article, 
which, after analyzing the expert evi- 
dence, maintains that a renewal of the 
modus vivendi ought to be assented to 
by the British government and con- 
tinues: 

Why should the government be asked to 
promote the success of Canadian adven- 
turers, who deliberately undertake a dan- 
gerous speculation of doubtful legality and 
utility. Weare not going to War with the 
United States, noteven in the interest of 
the federation of the empire, and, pending 
arbitration, itis unjust to Continue an ar- 
rangement which was partof the conditions 
under which arbitration was agreed upon. 

The Unionist organ, the Spectator, 
advocates a settlement that will open 
the sea to Canadian sealers and a pro- 
vision for the recompense to Americans 
in the event of the decision of the arbi- 
trators being against Gteat Britain. 

Lord. Salisbury’s ly to President 
Harrison’s last noté 5 have been 
in possession of the Washington Cab- 
inet today. Although no official state- 
ments regarding its character are ob- 
tainable, the official belief is that Sal- 
isbury will agree to place an embargo 
on Canadian sealing in the open sea, 
provided the United States Government 
agrees to pay compensation if the arbi- 
tration decision be against the Amer- 
ican claims.

PROBABLE ACTION ON THE TREATY. 

The Senate today spent two anda 
half honrs in further consideration of 
the Bering Sea arbitration treaty. A 
vote is expected on the motion to ratify 
the treaty some time next week. The 
discussion has established a strong prob- 
ability that the treaty will be ratified. 
The Senators who oppose it as a whole 
are few in mumber and find their prin- 
cipal representative in Felton of Cali- 
ifornia. His opposition is based upon 
the idea that it contemplates a possible 
surrender of absolute rights acquired 
by the United States from Russia. Bat 
the most formidable opposition is made 
up of members who believe that the 
treaty should be accompanied by a reso- 
lution directing the President to with- 
hold the exchange of final ratifications 
until Gregt Britain consents to renew 
the modus vivendi. It has been repre- 
sented by members of the Foreign Ke- 
lations Committee that the adoption of 
such a resolution would defeat the 
treaty, for Great Britain would never 
consent to be placed in the attitude of 
renewing the modus vivendi through 
fear of results. 

There is, another element in the 
ate that s¢eks to follow ratification with 
a resolu indorsing the President’s 
action upto this point and asserting 
strongly the purpose of this Govern- 
ment to protect its property in the seal 
islands at all hazards pending arbitra- 
tion. This element appeared today to 
have gathered strength. 

NAVAL OFFICIALS IN A QUANDARY. 

The Navy Department authorities 
hardly know how far to go in the line 
of exttaordinary preparations until the 
international correspondence in refer- 
ence to the Bering Sea dispute bears a 
more conclusive aspect. Meanwhile, 
although the navy officials concede that 
our relations with Great Britain are de- 
cidedly strained, few of them in reality 
expect actual hostilities to arise. It is 
also pointed out by naval experts that 
it wid hardly be the policy of the de- 
partment to concentrate a heavy force 
of vessels in Bering Sea, for, even if 
hostilities should be precipitated by an 
exchange of shots in those waters, the 
war would not be fought there, but 
nearer home.

Depew presided, and in canny the 
gathering to order said: 

I feel that it is both an honor and a privi- 
lege to preside at this debate. I have also 
the sensation that the position is free from 
the perils that beset a referee at a regatta 
or the umpire ata ball match. 

Mr. Depew further said it had been 
the misfortune of university careers 
that for a quarter ofa century debate 
had falled into abeyance. , 

When the students had concluded Mr. 
Depew said he thought the audience 
would agree with him that the debate 
had been admirably conducted. The 
average had been much higher than 
that displayed in Congress on the silver 


question, and it was conducted with in- 
finitely more decorum, [Laughter.] 
He added: 


Harvard has presented rows of facts, and 
Yale has knocked them down with statistics.

Bern, March 25.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] The Breslan Ga- 
zette publishes an imperial decree pro- 
hibitory of the passing of Russian Jews 
through Germany. The decree is very 
vigorous. Asit is impossible to make 
the decree known throughout Russia 
thousands of Jews, ignorant of the pro- 
hibition, are certain to arrive at the 
frontier, whefe, as they will be halted 
and will not be permitted to proceed 
further, it will be impossible to pro- 
vide accommodations for them. 

A few cases have already occurred 
where Jews, endeavoring to get into 
the country despite the warnings they 
received, have been shot down while 
attempting to pass the frontier guards. 
The committees which have been 
formed for the purpose of providing re- 
lief for these unfortunate people say 
that an enormous number of Jews are 
seeking to escape from Rassian tyranny 
and persecution and ready to emigrate 
whenever an opportunity offers. The 
committee, after a careful study of the 
subject, estimate that 400,000 Jews 
are trying to leave Russia. 


GERMAN VIEWS ON SILVER. 


Berlin Bankers Think its Remonetization 
Would Injure America. 

Beri, March 25.—[{By Cable and 
Associated Press.] The discussion in 
the American Congress of the silver 
question has attracted much attention 
in Germany. The newspapers all agree 
in the belief that free silver would be a 
bad thing for the United States. The 
Associated Press correspondent ifter- 
viewed Dr. Koch, president of the Im- 
perial Bank, the greatest financial in- 
stitution of Germany; Dr. Siemans, 
director of the Deutsche Bank, the 
largest private banking corporation in 
Beriin having relations with America, 
and other prominent bankers, with ref- 
erence to the effect of the proposed sil- 
ver legislation in America. 

Dr. Koch said that both Germany and 
England would undoubtedly be willing 
totake part in an international mone- 
tary conference, but he felt positive 
that neither country would consent toa 
bimetallic basis, although Germany 
would doubtless agree to some increase 
in the amount of silver used. Excepta 
few agrarians nobody in Germany 
dreamed of the remonetization of sil- 
ver. Austria, which was changing 
from paper to gold, would not take up 
silver and England also knew when she 
was well off. If America adopted free 


“silver nobody there would be benefited. 


The farmers would receive more for 
crops, but silver dollars would have less 
purchasing value, and in the end they 
would be worse off. A change of cur- 
rency is always a bad thing, but a 
change to an inferior currency would 
inflict especially heavy losses on the 
country making it.

Frisco’s County Repnbtican 
Committee Divided. 


The Minority Appeals to the State 
Central Committee, 


And Claims to Represent a Majority 
the City’s Voters. 


An Attempt at a Conference Falls Through 
—The Matter to Come Before the 
State Central Commit- 
tee Tonight, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

San Fraxctsco, March 25.—{By the 
Associated Press.] The members of the 
Republican County Committee who ré- 
tired from that body on Monday even- 
ing had another meeting last eve 
and a memorial to the Republican Staté 
Ceritral Committee was adopted, setting 
forth their grievances. 

The memorial says that while they 
represent the wishes of a majority of 
the Republican voters of San Fraa- 
cisco, they happen to be a minority of 
the County Committee, and they say 
that their withdrawal from the County 
Committee was caused by the refusal of 
that committee to adopt resolutions 
calculated to give them a fair and equal 
reptesentation at the pollsat the pri- 
mary elections. 

The memorial demands an honest bal- 
lot and a trne count of the votes cast; 
that the fire and police departments 
keep off their hands at the primaries; 
that fraudulent voting be made im 
sible. They also demand the privitoge 
of naming one-half of the judges, in- 
spectors and clerks at each polling . 
place, and the naming of part of the 
returning board to canvass the vote, so 
as to present the true vote of the 
people. The memorial records hostility 
to ‘‘bossism” and denounces the system, 
declaring the words ‘boss’ and 
‘“boodle’’? to be synonymous in San 
Francisco politics. Leaders there must 
be, but that word creates the ideas of 
“ability, decency, dignity and honor.’”’ 
In submitting the memorial the memore 
ialists say: 

We repeat that we wish to don 
that will have a tendency to disrupt the 
party, but we do most emphatically repeat 
that we intend to stand upon the principles 
herein afifunciated; that we demand the 
natural rigtits of the Republican voters 
we represent. We appéal to your sa 
judgment for counsel and for action, hop- 
ing you may désignate some way by Means 
of which all Republican voters of San Fran- 
cisco may be insured a fair rec tion at 
the polls and inthe affairs of ee 
lican party. 

This memorial is signed by eighteen 
of the forty-four committeemen. 

This morning upon receipt of the 
memorial framed by the dissenting 
members of the publican County 
Committee last night Chairman Stump 
issued a call for a meeting of the Exec- 
utive Committee of the State Central 
Committee. A quorum was soon found 
and the memorial and resolutions were 
laid before the committee for consid- 
eration. All were in favorof adopting 
seme action that would harmonize the 
conflicting elements and secure justice 
to all.

CONSUMPTION 


Crawford Damage Suit Stjll 
on Trial—Notes. 


The decision of the Supreme Court in 
the case of John J. Brill (respondent) 
vs. Lewis Shively etal. ‘(appellants,) 
affirming the judgment and order of 
Judge Wade, was received from head- 
quarters yesterday by Deputy Clerk 
Ashmore for filing in this city. ° 

This appeal is from a judgment and 
order denying defendant’s motion for a 
new trial in an action to foreciose a 
mortgage executed by defendants to 
plaintiff. The mortgage embraces two 
distinct tracts of land, which, for con- 
venience, are designated as tracts 1 and 
2. Upon tract 2 there was a mortgage 
prior to plaintiff’s, which was foreclosed 
before this action was commenced. In 
that action plaintiff was made a party, 
as claiming some interest, subsequent 
to and subject to the lien of the plain- 
tiff in that action. Plaintiff filed an 
answer in that action, in which he set 
out the mortgage which he held upon 
said tracts 1 and 2, and prayed that if 
any surplus should remain after apply- 
ing the same to the amounts due on said 
prior mortgage the same be applied to 
the payment of his mortgage, defendant 
to foreclose said prior mortgage. 

It nowhere appeared that tract 1 was 
inany way involved in the action to 
foreclose the mortgage prior to plain- 
tiff’s'on said tract 2, but appellants con- 
tended that the judgment in that case 
was a bar to this action, and that the 
court below erred in holding that it was 
not. The Supreme Court, hawever, 
held that the iudgment in that case 
did not and could not affect any land or 
interest outside of the tract involved in 
that action. ‘Plaintiff's mortgage em- 
braced two tracts,one of which only was 
involved in that action. The other was

as much outside of that action as if it 
had been mortgaged to plaintiff in a 
separate mortgage. It could not be fore- 
closed in an action brought to foreclose 
a mortgage upon another and separate 
tract of land,’’ says the court. 

In the case of Simon Stoll et al. (re- 
spondents) vs. Anna J. Beecher et al. 
(appellants) the judgment and order of 
Judge Shaw are also affirmed. This is 
anaction to recover possession ofa 
tract of land in South Santa Monica, in 
which it was claimed by appellants that 
neither the patent of tne Rancho la 
Ballona nor the deed of Nancy T. Lucas 
include in its description any of the 
land in controversy, which depended 
upon the question as to the proper loca- 
tion of station 31 of the Ballona Ran- 
cho. Appellants contended that this 
was located in an arroyo on the bluff 
above the seashore, but the court found 
from the evidence that it was not on 
the bluff, but on the seashore. 

The Supreme Court also affirmed the 
judgment and order of the Superior 
Court of San Bernardino county in the 
case of W. P. Harris et al. (respond- 
ents) vs. A. Harrison et al. (appel- 
lants,) an action to quiet plaintiff's title 
to the right to the use of certain 
water, alleged to flow naturally through 
a stream called Harris Cafion. 

PAIGE—KEVANE SUIT. 

The trial of the case of. Joseph Mes- 
mer, as administrator of the estate of 
C. A. Paige, deceased, vs. Daniel 
Kevane, an action to secure possession 
of a piece of land on the Mission road, 
and for damages for the illegal deten- 
tion thereof, was commenced befone 
Judge McKinley and a jury in Depart- 
ment Six yesterday morning and occu- 
pied their attention all day. 

Isidore B. Dockweiler, Esq., appeared | 
on behalf of the plaintif€’ and A. J. 
King, Esq., conducted the case for the 
defendant. The jurors selected totr 
the case were: M.G. Aguirre, J. vd 
Armour, J. Brymer, A. Buhler, W. 
Bunnell, J. B. Camp, S. H. Case, G. E. 
Dickson, W. Harper, R. H. Innes, D. D. 
Johnston and C. W. Strong. 

During the day’s session the follow- 
ing wituesses were examined for the 
plaintiff: Joseph Mesmer, J. E. Yoakum,

Their testimony was to the effect that

Republicanism and 


Royalty. 

BARDSDALE, March 20.—[To the Editor of 
THE TIMES,}; Please answer in THE TIMES 
the following: 

1. Is there any essential difference be- 
tween the abstract ideas expressed by the 
twoavords *“democratic’ and ‘‘republican” 
as applied to a government, and, if so, 
what? 

2. Ifthere is a difference what living 
principle of our Goverament best illustrates 
t? 


Democracy, 


3. If there is no practical difference, as 
now applied to our Government, what do 
leaders of the two great parties mean when 
one speaks of the great foundation prin- 
ciples on which his party depends to secure 
the success of our Nation and which are so 
opposed to the principles of the other 
party? 
4. Has the Prince of Wales now any of- 
ficial duties whatever or any political pres- 
tige other than personal infiuence? 
CAREFUL READER. 
It is usual to consider that there is no 
essential difference between the _ ab- 
stract ideas conveyed by the two terms 
‘democratic’? and ‘‘republican.’’ Bat 
there is a very decided difference, as 
we shall seeif we go into a careful anal- 
ysis of the words... Webster gives the 
following definitions: 
Democracy—Government by the people; 
aform of government in which the sn- 
preme power is retained and directly exer- 
cised by the people. 
Democrat—One who is an adherent or ad- 
vocate of democracy, or government by the 
people. 
Republic—A state in which the sovereign 
power resides in the whole body of the peo- 
ple and is exercised by representatives 
clecteu by them; a commonwealth. 
Republican—One who favors or prefers a 
republican torm of government. 
Thus it appears that the pure democ- 


racy isa form of government.in which 
the people retain the control of all 
public affairs in their own hands—do 
not delegate these powers to any offi- 
cers or agents whatever. Essentially, 
our form of government is considered a 
democracy because all questions of pub- 
lic policy are controlled, in a large 
sense, by the people through the ballot, 
but in reality it is not. If it were a 
pure democracy all questions of states 
craft, all laws, would have to. be 
adopted by a majority vote of the 
whole people. This method, it must be 
seen, would be entirely too cumbersome 
for the management of the affairs of a 
great nation. 

(2.) The only ideal which we have re- 
maining of pure democracy is the town — 
meeting. In some Eastern communities 
it used to be the vogue (and may still 
remain so in isolated cases) to call all 
of the men of the town or township to- 
gether when any public matter was to 
be decided upon, and determine it by 


ing decides to elect a town council, 
ora board of supervisors, or trustees, 
and delegates to such officers the power 
to decide upon and exercise certain 
public functions it isno longer acting 
upon democratic, but on republican 
principles. 

(8.) Our correspondent will see, 
then, that there is a practical differ- 
ence between republican and demo- 
cratic methods of government. The 
republican system is the feasible form 
for such a vast and populous country as 
ours. In reality the United Statesis a 
republic, or a commonwealth, not a de- 
mocracy. Astothedifferences between™ 
the Republican and the Democratic par- 
ties when they appeal to basic princi- 
ples, they are simply differences of 
opinion. The town meeting may vote 
one way orthe other on a proposition 
before it and still represent a pure de- 
mocracy in its methods. Questions of 
policy and methods of pursuing it should 
not be confounded. The Democratic 
party is not struggling to make the 
United States a democracy, but to con- 
trol the country by republican methods, 

(4.) The Prince of Wales has official 
duties to perform, if he chooses to per- 
form them. He has a seat in the House 
of Lords, and may thus vote on public 
measures at issue. He rarely does so. 
It is in evidence that he once. occupied 
his seat and votedon the Deceased 
Wife’s Sister Bill. He is also colonel 
of several regiments, but is not in ac- 
tive command of anyone vfthem. His 
principal duties are in the social line, 
and inthis he stands as the represen- 
tative of the crown when his royal and 
imperial mamma is not present. In 
this respect his duties ‘ must sometimes 
prove very onerous, as he is called upon 
occasionally to attend three or four 
banquets ina single day. He has also 
‘‘tblown himself in’’ right royally at the 
races and at baccarat. |

Brought to an Issue. 
The correspondence between Sir Ju- 
lian Pauncefote and Acting Secretary 


| of State Wharton, published yesterday, 


shows that our Government does not pro- 
pose to ‘back water’’ on the Bering Sea 
question, Through the British repre- 
sentative, Lord Salisbury urges, with- 
out substantiating his position in the 
least, that ‘‘the information in posses- 
sion of Her Majesty's government does 
not lead them to believe that another 
year’s suspension of sealing is neces- 
sary to prevent undue diminution of the 
seal herds.”’ 

He is gracious enough, however, to 
suggest, as an expedient, that the 
United States take an indemnity bond 
from each Canadian skipper who chooses 
to poach in Bering Sea for damages to 
be paid thiscountry in the event that 
the finalLarbitration should be in our 
favor should damages be assessed by 
the arbitrators. 

The position of the English Premier 
is both trifling and absurd, as Mr. 
Wharton plainly shows in his rejoinder. 
It would be a nice contract for the 
United States to chase up all the Cana- 
dian skippers and extract from each an 
indemnity bond! And it would be a 
nicer contract still to secure indem- 
nity for the utter extinction of the seals 
and the déstruction of the industry. 
Then, too, Lord Salisbury suggests the 
assessment of damages bv a board of 
arbitration, to which, on his own insist- 
ence, the right to assess damages has 
been specifically denied. 
What kind of a thimble-rig game is 
His Lordship trying to play on the 
United States? ‘Now. you see it and 
now you don’t. Where is the pea?”’ 

Mr. Wharton's response, while con- 
ceding much to the usages of polished di- 
plomacy, is ‘‘strictly business,’’ as any- 
body can see who reads it with dis- 
crimination. He not only has the logic 
of the argument, but he enforces it 
with the utmost firmness. He informs 
Her Majesty’s representative that the 
President regards the situation as 
serious; that the question as it af- 
fects this Government is no longer 
one of pecuniary loss or _ gain, 
but one of honor and_ é@self-re- 
spect. He shows that the Canadian 
sealers are now préparing to slaughter 
the mother seals as they are on their 
way to the shores of our islands to be 
delivered of their young, and he de- 
nounces this as ‘‘a crime against 
nature.’’ He shows the illogical posi- 
tion of the English government in open- 
ing to destruction the very property 
which, by mutua] agreement, is the 
subject of arbitration, and he dis- 
tinctly states that our Government will 
proceed to protect its interests by force 
of arms if the modus vivendi is not 
renewed. 

Now let the British lion roar if he 
wants to. The Government of the 
United States has taken a logical, a just 
anda firm stand. »-Our country is no 
longer to be trifled with. 

We have in our possession the means 
for protecting. our own rights, and we 
propose todoso. There is no jingoism 
—no: political clap-trap—no insincere 
bravado about this. If it means war, 
why, then, war goes. We will fight just 
as hard over a seal as we did over a box 
of tea or an impressed sailor if only 
our national self-respect and our rights 
are atthe bottom of the controversy. 
We hardly think that Great Britain 
will care to go to war about this matter; 
but, if she does so, the war will most as- 
suredly be of her own seeking. There 
is a peaceable and an equitable way out 
of the difficulty, but it lies only in the 
power of the English government to 
take it.The United States has made 
the utmost concession that it is possible 
todemand in the adjustment of our 
rights. When we submit the question 
to arbitration we are willing to take 
our chances, and will abide by the re- 
sult in good faith, evenif the decision 
should be averse; but we will never 
consent to have our interests poached 
away pending such arbitration.

GRAND OPERAHOUSE.—The audience at the 
Grand last night was gluttonous -for music, 
and Miss Juch found it dificult to appease 
an appetite that was evinced by applause 
and recalls again and yet again.

BADLY DEMORALIZED. 


How Silver Men Feel Over Their 
Late Setback. 


Too Much Broken Up to Attend to 
Business Yesterday. 


Bland Will Try to Have His Bill Taken 
Up Monday. | 


The “Antis” Rejoicing Over Their Unex. 
pected Strength — Thursday's Vote 
May Kesultin Defections from 
the Silver Adherents.

WasaInocton, March 25.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.]| The silver advocates 
are sadly demoralized by the weakness 
their cause betrayed in last evening’s 
proceedings in the House. They all 
along have been’ confident of a majority 
of 30 or 40. Mr. Bland will at once 
appeal to the Committee on Rules to set 
apart a day and hour for further consid- 
eration of the bill, thus cutting off all 
intervening motions and forcing a vote. 

The ‘‘anti’’ people will also appeal to 
the Committee on Rules for permission 
to offer motions, first, to substitute an 
international congress; second, to re- 
commit; third, to postpone to Decem- 
ber next; fourth, that the vote be taken 
first on the minority report asking an 
international congress. The opponents 
of the bill claim that this would be sim- 
ply protecting the rights of the minor- | 
ity. 

"The free coinage fight had a demoral- 
izing effect on the attendance in the 
House today and at no time during the 
day woulda rollcall have developed a 
quorum. It*'was impossible to take de- 
cisive action on important measures. 
If Mr. Catchings returns to Washington 


in time a special order may be brought 


into the House on Monday for the im- 
mediate consideration of the Bland sil- 
ver bill and pending amendments. Mr. 
Bland, during the afternoon session of 
the House, disclosed the plan by the in- 
troduction of a resdlution fixing Mon- 
day, March 28, as the date on which 
the bill will be taken up and put upon 
its passage. Accompanying the resolu- 
tion is a provision giving the Speaker 
power to refuse to entertain any inter- 
vening motion. The resolution went to 
the Committee on Rules. 

_In view of the extreme closeness of 
the vote on the silver question. as dis- 
closed last night, an analysis of the tie 
vote on the test motion of Mr. Burrows, 
to lay the Bland bill on the table, is in- 
teresting. Of 148 votes in favor of the 
motion 82 were cast by Democrats and 
66 by Republicans. The negative vote 
shows 11 Republicans, the other 137 
being either Democratic or Alliance 
men. 

The unexpectedly large showing of 
Democratic votes against the silver 
billcame from the following States: 
New York, 19; Pennsylvania, 10; Wis- 
consin, 7; Massachusetts, 7; Iowa, 5; 
New Jersey, Ohio and Maryland, 4 
each; Illinois, Connecticut and Michi- 
gan, 8 each; New Hampshire, Rhode 
Island, Louisiana and Minnesota, 2 
each; South Carolina, 1 (Brawley;) 
Delaware, 1 (Causey;) West Virginia, 
1 (Wilson;) Missouri, 1 (Cobb;) Cali- 
fornia, 1 (Geary.) 

Of the eleven Republican votes in 
favor of silver Vincent A. Taylor of 
Ohio was the only one east of the Mis- 
souri River. Kansas contributed 2 in 
Broderick and Funston; South Dakota, 
2 more, Pickler and Jolley, while the 
other 6 votes came from as many dif- 
ferent States—Colorado (Townsend,) 
Wyoming (Clark,) Nevada (Bartine,)

The 
situation is less encouraging to the 
silver men when they come to consider 
their future course, as the large show- 
ing made has unquestionably strength- 
ened their opponents, and some men 
who have always voted in favor of free 
coinage have since expressed themselves 
as disinclined for political reasons to 
further push the matter. —

Warrants Sworn Out Against the Men for 
Inciting to Mutiny, and Namerous 
Arrests Made—Others to 
Follow Today: 


On the 6th inst. the ship America, 
an American vessel, from British Colum- 
bia, laden with coal, arrived at San Pe- 
dro with Capt. N. M. Harding in com- 
mand. She finished discharging her 
cargo several days ago, and was an- 
chored in the roadstead about one and 
a half miles from the docks. 

Thursday afternoon Capt. Harding 
came ashore and informed Deputy 
United States Marshal Anderson that he 
had paid his crew off and discharged 
them, but they refused to leave his 
ship, and, as he had a new crew coming 
down on the steamer Corona from San 
Francisco, he wanted the officer to help 
remove the old crew before the new 
crew arrived. 

Deputy Anderson accompanied the 
captain back to the America, when. he 
closely questioned the sailors and found 
that Capt. Harding had told the truth. 
The men had been paid off and had no 
claim on the captain, but they had been 
informed that non-union men were to 
take their places, ahd they did not 
think the captain should employ them. 

The Deputy Marshal had a long talk 
with them, and they all finally con- 
sented to go ashore, but they did not 
wish to go to a strange town at night, 
soit was agreed that they should re- 
main on board over night and go ashore 
early yesterday morning befgre the 
Corona arrived with the new crew. 

Anderson left a deputy aboard to act 
as watchman over night and see that no 
damage was done the ship, and early 
yesterday morning he and several dep- 
uties went out to the Anfericain the tug 
Warrior. When they reached the ship 
they found that a large number of 
union sailors from San Pedro were 
ahead ofthem. The San Pedro sailors 
advised the discharged sailors to remain 
on the ship, and when Capt. Anderson 
ordered them to get in the tug they 
flatly refused to leave the ship. 

At this stage of the proceedings the 
Corona came alongside with the new 
crew, and Anderson attempted to put 
them in charge of the vessel and did get 
them aboard, but the San Pedro sailors, 
who were armed, joined the old crew, 
and for a few minutes it looked as if a 
bloody fight would take place. The 
new crew, attempted to get back tothe 
Corona, but the captain of the steamer 
ordered his men to shoot the first man 
who came on deck and the whole outfit, 
including the old and new crews of the 
America, jumped in the San Pedro sai- 
lors’ boat and made for shore.. During 
the excitement several shots were fired 
and one man whose name could not be 
learned received a fiesh wound.

Will S. Monroe Resigns the Superin- 
tendency of the Schools.

The Board of Public School Trustees held 
a meeting of unusual importance yesterday 
morning. The entire board, consisting of 
J. W. Wood, C. W. Buchanan and W. U. 
‘Masters, was present. 

After lengthy discussion and mature de- 
liberation it was decided to issue a call for 
an election to be held on April 15, at which 
willbe submitted the question of voting a 
special tax to maintain the schools. It will 
be necessary, the call states, to raise $10,- 
000 for the purpose. The polls will be 
open at the Wilson school building from 6 
o'clock a.m.to 7 p.m. H.E. Pratt, Am- 
brose Manahan and A.C. Drake were ap- 
pointed judges to conduct the election. 

The subject is one that admits of no end 
of discussion, and due justice will probably 
be given it in public and private before 
election day, so that no voter will go to the 
polls without being fully informed as to the 
merits of the case. Briefiy stated, unless 
this special tax is voted the schools, with 
‘the exception of the High school, will sees 
six 
months’ session, In case this happens, it is 
stated that no promotions can be made, 
as it is impossible to crowd a nine months’ 
course into two-thirds of that period; hence 
the past year’s schooling will be practically 
lost. This will result, among other things, 
in doing away with the lower grade classin 
the High school, as no classés can be pro- 
moted from the lower schools. 

The $10,000 will be required, not qnly to 
defray the expenses of the schools until the 
usual closing time in June, but also for cur- 
rent expenses during the summer in the 
wav of repairs, janitors’ salaries, etc., and 
for the opening of the fall term until the 
next appgppriation is forwarded. It is un- 
derstood at the situation will be more 
fully explained some time soon by the di- 
rectors. 

The following resignation from Superin- 
tendent Monroe,which will be in the nature 
of asurprise to most people, was received 
and accepted: : 

“Gentlemen: I wish to inform you .at 
this time of my intention to sever my 
connection with the schools of vour city 
atthe close of the present school year. 
{mpaired health, caused by conditions pe- 
culiar to the work here, and the desire to 
take an advanced course of instruction ata 
higher institugion of learning, have led me 
to make this decision."’ 

_Mr. Monroe has been.connected with the 
public schools here for more than three 
years, and his retirement will be generally 


regretted. Referring to the matter yester- 


day evening, he told the reporter that the 
action Was taken to afford him an opportu- 
nity to pursue atwo years’ post-graduate 
course at Stanford University. This will 
also afford him more leisure to complete 
two books on which he has been at work for 
some time past, as well as toobtain a much- 
needed rest.

Proposed Submerged Dam in 
Santiago Canyon. 


The Projectors Not Yet Ready to Make 
Public Their Plans. 


A Great Enterprise if it is Properly 
Carried Out.

There is considerable interest manifested 
by the public in an article published in a 


‘recent issue of the Orange News concern- 


ing the probable construction of a sub- 
merged dam in Santiago Cafion by the pro- 
prietors of the San Joaquin ranch, for the 
purpose of developing and retaining the 
waters of the Santiago and tributary 
streams for irrigation purposes, mention 
of which was madein this column imme- 
diately after the first report of such opera. 
tions reached the valley. 

George Irvine, one, of the trustees and 
manager of the San Joaquin ranch, was 
seen yesterday by THE TiImMEs reporter and 
asked if it was the intention of the trus- 
tees of the ranch to build a substantial 
dam across the cafion at or near the first 
crossing of the river above the picnic 
grounds. Mr. Irvine replied that no dam 
had been Built yet and when it was the pub- 
lic would know of it long before its comple- 
tion. He said that at present he had no 
statements to make for publication, but 
when he had he would furnish the newspa- 


aye with such authoritative statements as |. 
e 


might deem proper. 

He was informed of the report that the 
dam was to havea base measurement of 70 
to 80 feet and a height of 60 to70 feet, the 
length to be about 300 feet; that a tunnel 
3000 or 4000 feet in length would be made 
tocarry the water to the San Joaquin 
ranch and that above the main dam about 
two milesa fiood dam of smaller dimen- 
sions would be built; that the main dam 
would form a reservoir nearly two miles in 
length, forming an immense body of water, 
and asked again if there was any truth in 
the report. He again stated that he had 
no information for publication just at this 
time, and when asked if there were any 
men at work atthis point in the cafion, 
said: ‘You may saythat nothing will be 
done to endanger the interests of the ped, 
ple of the valley inthe least.’ Just why the 
intentions of the ranch people should be 
such a profound secret is not comprehended 
by the public, although their right to con- 
duct their affairs in private, if possible, is 
not questioned in the least. 

If the dam is constructed and water taken 
in a tunnel through the hills tothe valley 
land of the ranch about 40,000 acres will 
be made to blossom as arose by its magic 
touch, and where thousands of acres of 
grain are now growing soon will ve or- 
chards of fruit and acres of vines.

The Agitation of County Division 
Fairly Inaugurated. 


Enthusiastic Mass-meeting at the 
Operahouse Thurs day Lvenirg. 


The Question at Issue Discussed in 
All its Bearings. 


City Division Strongly Denounced, While 
County Division was Advocated with 
Equal Warmth—General and 
Personal Notes.

The operahouse was packed Friday even- 
ing by an interested crowd of citizens to 
hear the speeches and arguments in favor 
of county division and against the division 
of the city. 

President Stein, of the Board of Trade, 
called the meeting to order, stating that 
the town must be united and that he hoped 
nothing of a petty or partisan nature would 
be mentioned in the meeting. He said the 
board took no side. The recent land title 
trouble was referred to to show how the 
city could be united to a man when it was 
necessary, and he favored county division. 

The next speaker was Senator McComas, 
who was satisfied everybody in his hearing 
agreed with him in wanting county division. 
Riverside was at work, Lancaster wanted a 
new county and Pomona must goto work 
at once and in earnest if she wanted to win. 
The expenses would be light, he said, and 
compared Orange county to the proposed 
county, which would have a population of 
15,000, Riverside and our lines must 
agree. 

J.D. H. Browne said the subject would 
come upinthe next Legislature anyway, 
and Pomona would be a part of a new 
county and Ontario would drift into River- 
side's new county if we satidly by. He 
was satisfied that Riverside would assist 
Pomona, that she would get a new county, 
and Ontario would be. nearer home here. 
and he believed Ontario would agree to it. 

Stoddard Jess said it was the duty of Po- 
mona to be in every county fight. e must 
have a piece of Los Angeles county anda 
piece of San Bernardino county. Ontario 
is different in feeling to what she was two 
years ago. He thought we should rise 
aoove internal dissensions and fight for our 
common good. . 

Fred J. Smith and W. B. Young followed 
against city division and denounced the 
methods of the men who were circulating 
the petitionsin that they did not right- 
fully instruct the signers. 

W. A. Bell, Esq., also spoke, stating that 
we could not get county division if we had 
city division, andthe meeting was declared 
closed by President Stein. 

Some of the parties in favor of city divis- 
ion state that they were not treated fairly, 
because they were given no chance tospeak, 
and state that they had speeches prepared, 
but no chance to make them. However, it 
issure that the Board of Trade had the 
best interests of the city at heart, and con- 
ducted the meeting in what they deemed 
the best manner possible.

HORSE-THIEF CAPTURED. 


Exciting Experience of Constable 
| Johnson. | 


His Long and Hot Chase After the 
Desperate Fugitive. 


Begged to be Shot Rather Than be 
Taken Alive. 


Finally Gave Up and Confessed to the 
Theft of Sharpless’ Mares—The 
Man Locked Up in the 
County Jail. 


Constable John A. Johnson of Ante- 
lope Valley captured a horse-thief night 
. before last who gives his name as 
George Jurgens, and lodged him in the 
County Jail yesterday morning. 

It will be remembered by readers of 
Tue Times that a span of fine mares and 
a set of harness were stolen from Edgar 
J. Sharpless’ barn at Whittier a few 
nights ago. Sheriff Gibson sent out 
cards describing the animals and offered 
a reward of $150 for the capture of the 
thief and animals. 

Thursday evening Constable Johnson 
noticed a man driving by his house, and 
as the horses answered the description 
Johnson made up his mind to get a 
closer look at them, so he saddled his 
horse and started in pursuit. 

The man drove very fast and John- 
son followed him ten miles before he 
came alongside. Johnson could not 
get a good look at the team while they 
were in motion, so he stopped the man 
and asked him a few questions abouta 
mule he claimed had strayed away from 
his ranch. The man was so nervous 
and anxious to get away that Johnson 
was still unable to make a thorough ex- 
amination of the animals’ forelegs, so 
he rode on ahead a short distance and 
dismounted. 

He took his position in the middle of 
the road and pretended to be looking 
for the tracks.of his mule until the sup- 
posed horse-thief came up. As the 
man came toa standstill again John- 
son gota good view of the animals’ 
forelegs, and was so sure that he had 
found Sharpless’ stolen mares that he 
stepped to one side of the road, and, 
drawing his pistol, he ordered the 
driver to throw up his hands. ; 

Instead of obeying the officer’s orders, 
Jurgens drew his ‘‘gun’’ and 
from the wagon. Johnson still had him 
covered, so the fellow backed off a few 
steps without attempting to shoot, and 
turning suddenly he presented his back 
to Johnson and ran off as fast as his 
legs could carry him. 

Johnson could have shot him down in 
his tracks, but he did not care to kill 
him, and he was also afraid of frighten- 
ing the team, so he secured the horses 
and then started on the dead run across 
fields for the fleeing driver. 

He chased Jurgens several miles into 
a clump of trees. where he found the 
horse-thief concealed behind a big tree. 
He again ordered the man to throw up 
his hands and surrender, but Jurgens 
refused to dose and dared Jolmson to 
shoot. Johnson could have killed him a 
second time, but he wanted to take his 
man alive, so he walked around the 


he could shoot as soon as Jurgens made 
a motion to use his pistol. 

Instead of attempting to shoot Jur- 
gens again started to run, when John- 
son fired several shots inthe air, but 
the fleeing thief paid no attention to 
him. At this moment one of Johnson’s 
fine bloodhounds joined him and was 
soon in hot pursuit. 

When the dog got within a few feet of 
the thief Jurgens fell, and waited for the 
dog to come up, whenhe fired three 
times and killed the dog. Johnson was 
again close enough to have shot 
Jurgens, but he again refrained, and 
allowed the cowardly thief to get up 
and run off. In afew minutes Jurgens 
came up to a colt that was staked out in 
a field. He hurriedly mounted the ani- 
maland attempted to side away from 
the officer, but the colt had never been 
ridden and he began to buck. Thethief 
managed to keep his seat, however, un- 
til the colt ran into a band of horses 
near by, when he fell to the ground and 
remained there until Johnson came up. 

Johnson ordered him to throw up his 
hands, but the fellow again refused, al- 
though he knew that the officer had the 
dropon him. He begged Johnson to 
shoot him, saying that he would rather 
be killed than taken alive. Johnson 
saw after awhile.that the thief would 
not shoot, so ie made a rush and soon 
overpowered the fellow and took his 
pistol from him. 

On their way to this city Jurgens ad- 
mitted that he stole the horses from 
Mr. Sharpless and then stole the wagon 
from another man. He is a stranger in 
Southern California and retused to state 
where he is from. Heis quite a young 
man and seems to have been well 
raised. 

He was taken before Justice Stanton 
yesterday afternoon and arraigned. 
His bail was fixed at $1500, and he ex- 
pressed a desire to be taken before the 
Superior Court as soon as possible so 
that he may plead guilty and begin his 
term in the State’s prison.

-Omthe petition from J. W. Hintonet al., 
for the Council to order a cement sidewalk 
eight feet wide, on the west side of Hope 
street, between Seventh and Thirteenth 
streets, we recommend that the petition be 
granted andthe City Engineer instructed 
to present ordinance of intention. 
Recommend that the ordinance regulat- 
ing the keeping of cows within certain lim- 
its of the city, as presented by the City At- 
torney, be placed on its passage, the same 
to take effect May 15, 1892. 
Recommend that the City Engineer pre- 
sent an ordin&nce of intention to pave Fig- 
ueroa street, from Washington to Thirty- 
seventh streets, with bituminous lime rock 
surface and concrete base, and vitrified 
brick gutters across street intersections 
six feet wide, and cement curbs and cement 
sidewalks six feet wide; all to be done un- 
der the provisions of the bond act.
